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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner notes that the present amendment 
raises new issues. Regarding the Applicant's amendment, the Examiner wishes to make some comments which hopefully can be 
assistance to the Applicant. Kelly et al. (primary reference) states in column 3, 

"The present invention relates in one aspect to a "universal" interface driver preferably taking the form of what is referred to herein as a 
Universal Interface Driver ASIC (UIDA) capable of supporting multiple electronic data interface types using shared communications lines, 
for use in a data reader or other acquisition device. In a preferred embodiment, interface circuitry ordinarily housed on the data reader's 
interface driver circuit board is instead integrated onto the UIDA. Combining the circuitry supporting multiple host interfaces into an ASIC 
(Application Specific Integrated Circuit) generally allows for more compact circuit assemblies within the data reader and may increase the 
number of host device interfaces that are supported by a given data acquisition device." 

In Kelly, systems are combined into a single integrated circuit. The Applicant has amended to add the limitation that the microcomputer 
includes a memory that stores instructions for configuring the interface circuitry. 

But the Examiner must ask, 'don't microprocessors generally have some memory on board'? Wouldn't Kelly certainly include some 
instructions on the integrated circuit telling it how to function? As for whether this memory is flash memory, Kelly doesn't say, but flash 
memory is now widespread in computing and has the advantage of low cost and high durability, and using it would likely have been 
obvious, since Kelly probably requires memory anyway. 
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
